INDEX NUMBERS OF WHOLESALE TRADING IN TEXTILES 


In the following table are given the index numbers of wholesale 
trading in textiles in May, with comparative figures for earlier 
periods, the index numbers relating to (1) sales for the Home 
Trade, (2) sales for Export and (3) the value of stocks at the end 
of the month, based on average monthly sales or stocks in 
1987 = 100. The figures, which are compiled by the Wholesale 
Textile Association in collaboration with the Bank of England,

do not include the turnover of all the wholesale textile houses, 
but practically all the important houses in the large centres of 
distribution are normally contributors. The particulars relate 
to all classes of textile goods, including wearing apparel for men, 
women and children, as well as furnishings, and in computing 
the value of sales or stocks the purchase tax has been omitted. 
In view of the appreciable rise in price which has occurred for a 
number of textile goods since the outbreak of war, the figures 
should not be taken as representing the volume of goods sold or 
in stock. 

Owing to war-time disturbances the sample has become less 
representative than it used to be. The index numbers tend to be 
too high as a measure of the total trade of the country because 
they make no allowance for the reduced sales of firms which have 
failed to send in returns as a result of enemy action. 

The index for total trade, published until recently, has been 
omitted in favour of the index of stocks ; as exports only account 
for a small part of the trade of the reporting houses the index for 
total trade is virtually the same as that for home trade. 

May.—It was pointed out last month that the abnormally 
early dispatch of spring goods this year had left rather less than 
usual for the later months. This influence was also apparent in 
May, when the Home Trade index fell by a further 5 per cent., 
although it is normally rather higher than in April. The effect of 
the early deliveries can be seen from the fact that April and May 
together were 17 per cent. below February and March, whereas 
usually there is a rise of some 8 per cent. 

Sales in May also appear rather low if compared with the 
average of the months since rationing started. This shows no 
change in value, probably implying a fall of some 5 per cent. in 
volume, whereas normally there is a rise of nearly 10 per cent. 

The wholesale stock index rose slightly on the month, whereas 
there is normally a fall of 5 per cent. Compared with a year ago 
(i.e., the eve of clothes rationing) the value of stocks is up by 
11 per cent.

RETAIL TRADE COMMITTEE 
PUBLICATION OF THIRD REPORT 


The Retail Trade Committee who were appointed just over a 
year ago by the President of the Board of Trade (at that time 
Mr. Oliver Lyttelton) “‘ to examine the present problems of the 
retail trade in goods other than food having regard both to the 
immediate needs of the conduct of the war and the position after 
the war,” have presented their third report. This will be on sale 
to-day, 27 June, price 9d. The President of the Board of Trade 
is now considering the report. 

The Committee are an independent body under the Chairman- 
ship of Mr. W. Craig Henderson, K.C., leader of the Parlia- 
mentary Bar since 1938. The names of the other members of 
the Committee were given in the “ Board of Trade Journal ” of 
12 June 1941 (page 377). Mr. M. Watkins subsequently resigned 
and Mr. L. E. Neal, Vice-Chairman of the Joint Industrial 
Council (and Chairman of the employer’s side) for the Retail 
Drapery, Outfitting and Footwear Trades was appointed a 
member. Mr. Neal’s resignation from the Committee was 
announced on 23 June, consequent upon his appointment to the 
post of Deputy Secretary, Planning Department of the Ministry 
of Works and Buildings. 


TRADING WITH THE ENEMY 
ADVICE TO SHIPPERS 


With reference to the lists published in the “ Board of Trade 
Journal” of 6 June (pages 281-282) “‘San Eduardo,” Spanish 
flag, 300 tons, Cia Comercial Maritima de Transportes, has been 
added List (a). ‘‘ Ellen” (ex Nera Ametza), Spanish flag, 359 
tons, of the same ownership, has been transferred to that list 
from the Black List; her former owners were Cia Naviera 
Levantina Ltda. 


ADDITIONS TO “ BLACK LIST” 


The Board of Trade announce that they have made the 
Trading with the Enemy (Specified Persons) (Amendment) 
(No. 10) Order, 1942 (S. R. & O. 1942 No. 1122, price 3d.), 
which came into force on 20 June, containing 507 additions to 
the “ Black List ”’ of traders in neutral countries with whom it is 
unlawful to have dealings of any kind. 


INSURANCE WITH ENEMY INSURANCE 
COMPANIES 


The Ministry of Economic Warfare, the Board of Trade and 
the Commissioners of Customs and Excise give notice that the 
requirements governing the insurance of exported goods (see the 
“ Board of Trade Journal” ef 17 April 1941, page 261) have 
now been modified in the case of consignments insured in the 
British Empire or the United States of America. 

In future the position will be as follows :— 


Customs pre-entries for exports to destinations outside the 
British Empire and the United States of America for 
which export licences are not required must bear (1) a 
statement that the British exporter is himself insuring 
the consignment with insurers carrying on business in the 
United Kingdom, British Empire or the United States of

America, or (2) the name of the company with whom the 
consignment is insured. 

Applications to the Board of Trade for licences to export 
goods for which export licences are necessary will be 
required to provide similar information on their forms of 
application for export licence. 


EXPORT LICENSING 
REVOCATION ORDER, PIANOS, ETC. 


The Board of Trade have made an Order (S. R. & O. 1942 
No. 1205, price 1d.) revoking, as from 23 June, all outstanding 
export licences for pianos, pianolas and piano actions. 

The Order does not apply to thé Open General Licences held 
by the Crown Agents for the Colonies, N.A.A.F.I., the Salvation 
Army and the Y.M.C.A. 


PURCHASE TAX 


The Treasury hereby give notice pursuant to the provisions 
of Section 20 of the Finance (No. 2) Act, 1940 that they propose 
to make an Order, or Orders, directing that Purchase Tax shall 
cease to be chargeable on :— 

(a) “ Utility ” cloth and apparel. 
(b) Cutlery, specially designed for use by persons not having 
the full use of their arms. 


Any representations which interested parties desire to make 
in regard to these proposals should be addressed in writing to 
the Commissioners of Customs and Excise, City Gate House, 
Finsbury Square, E.C.2, not later than 8 July 1942. 


MACHINERY, PLANT AND APPLIANCES 
CONTROL 


Under the Machinery, Plant and Appliances (Control) (No. 2) 
Order, 1942 (S. R. & 1942 No. 1175, price 1d.) certain amend- 
ments and additions are made to the schedule of machinery, 
plant and appliances, the supply and acquisition of which was 
prohibited, except under licence from the Board of Trade, by 
the Machinery, Plant and Appliances (Control) Order, 1942 (see 
the “ Board of Trade Journal ”’ of 10 January 1942, page 19). 

The No. 2 Order also effects certain amendments to the 
provisions of the main Order, notably (a) a further exemption 
relieves from licensing second-hand machines of his own make 
which a manufacturer sells without reconditioning ; (b) goods 
of the kinds included in Classes 61 and 67 are not subject to the 
exemption from licensing provided by Article 1 (3) (c); and 
(c) Article 3 has been amended to make it clear that a manu- 
facturer may not use controlled goods which he acquires under 
Article 1 (2) (c), except as components in the manufacture of 
controlled goods, and that all persons who manufacture con- 
trolled goods, whether or not they are “ manufacturers ”’ within 
the meaning of the Order, are subject to the same control as 
regards supply. 

A General Licence (S. R. & O. 1942 No. 1176, price 1d.), of the 
same date, adds the subject-matter of a new class in the Schedule 
dealing with certain mining and quarrying machinery and plant 
to the existing General Licence (see the ‘“‘ Board of Trade 
Journa] ” of 20 September 1941, page 166), which enables mining 
undertakings to acquire certain other machinery and plant, and 
extends the field of the existing licence to quarrying under- 
takings. 

Applications for licences should be addressed to the Industrial

on forms which are obtainable from that Department.

‘REPLACEMENT OF RETAILERS’ WAR 
DAMAGED GOODS 


LIMITATION OF SUPPLIES (MISCELLANEOUS) AND (TOILET 
PREPARATIONS) 


By amendments (S. R. & O. 1942 Nos. 1144 and 1145, price ld. 
each), which took effect on 15 June 1942, the quota-free replace- 
ment of goods which have suffered-war damage before 1 January 
1942 and for which no application had been made before 15 June 
is no longer allowed under the General Licences, S. R. & O. 1941 
Nos. 1451 and 2061, price 4d. and 2d. respectively. 

Suppliers who hold applications from traders whose goods 
were bombed before 1 January 1942 and against which deliveries 
have not been completed, should forward full particulars to the 
Board of Trade, B/R, Carlton Hotel, Bournemouth. 


MANUFACTURE OF KNITTED GOODS 


(1) Nucleus Firms are informed that after 30 June 1942 they 
may only manufacture garments or fabrics, whether Utility or 
Non-Utility (other than Government contracts or export orders 
permitted by licence) that are included in their Production 
Direction, which will be sent to them before 1 July 1942. These 
Production Directions will usually follow the exact lines of the 
H.P.1 programmes which have been adjusted by the Board of 
Trade and which have already been returned to manufacturers. 

(Yarns for goods manufactured to the order of persons 
specified in the Third or Fourth Schedule of the Limitation of 
Supplies (Cloth and Apparel) Order are drawn from a special 
reserve and in all cases must be separated from the H.P. 1 
programme. A special Production Direction will be issued on 
application against approved orders for such goods. Where 
such orders are executed from stock, the application must still 
be made so that the yarn reserve may be adjusted.) 


(2) All goods manufactured before 1 July 1942 may be 
delivered :— 
(a) Utility goods—free from restriction. 
(b) Non-Utility goods—against General Quota. 
(¢) Gloves—under special licence. 


CURTAINS, LOOSE COVERS AND 
CUSHION COVERS 


A Licence will be issued allowing household textiles, as defined 
in the revised First Schedule of the Consumer Rationing Order 
(that is, curtains, loose covers for settees, chairs or other furniture 
and cushion covers) to be supplied without coupons before 
12 July 1942, provided that 


(a) the goods are made of material formerly included in the, 


Fourth Schedule of the Consumer Rationing Order. 

(4) they are made up in pursuance of an order received before 
15 June 1942, and 

(c) a process in the making up of the goods had been carried out 
for the purposes of the Order before that date. 


COLLAR SUPPORTS 


In order to make use of stocks of collar supports which might 
otherwise be frozen, the Board of Trade have issued a General 
Licence (S. R. & O. 1942 No. 1173, price 1d.) permitting manu- 
facturers to use these supports in collars until 31 December 1942. 


LAUNDRY CHARGES 


The Board of Trade, after consultation with the Central Price 
Regulation Committee, have made the Laundry (Maximum 
Charges) (No. 3) Order, 1942 (S. R. & O. 1942 No. 1171, price 1d.), 
fixing the maximum charges to be made for the laundering of 
articles of personal and domestic use in seven additional areas 
of England and Scotland. 


The permitted increase in laundry charges in a number of other 
areas have already been fixed by two earlier Laundry (Maximum 
Charges) Orders. The present Order lays down the permitted 
additions which may be made to pre-war charges for the remaining 
areas of Scotland not covered in the previous Orders and for certain 
English towns and counties. These additions range from 3d. in 
the 1s. up to a maximum of 44d. in the Is. in one area where excep- 
tional conditions obtain. The appropriate figure for any particular 
district is set out in the Order or can be ascertained by enquiry from 
any local Price Regulation Committee. The Order comes into 
operation on 3 July. 

The charges in those areas not yet separately specified in the 
Schedule to the three Laundry (Maximum Charges) Orders remain 
at the level of 1 September 1941, until the inclusion of such areas in 
such Schedules. 


DROP FORGINGS 


Firms ordering drop forgings are reminded that no orders for 
drop forgings will be executed after 30 June unless they have 
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been scheduled in accordance with the instructions of the Drop 
Forgings Sub-Control. This applies to orders placed before 
30 April as well as those placed on or after that date. The notice 
on drop forgings in the Board of Trade Journal of 18 April 
(page 211) is to be read in this sense. Firms should, therefore, 
take immediate steps to see that all of their orders which will 
not be completed by 30 June have been scheduled, whatever the 
date on which the orders were placed. 


NEW FUEL AND LIGHTING ORDER 
REGISTRATION AND DISTRIBUTION 


The Minister of Fuel and Power has made an Order, entitled 
the Fuel and Lighting Registration and Distribution Order, 1942 
(S. R. & O. 1942 No. 1157, price 5d.), which supersedes the Fuel 
and Lighting (Coal) Order, 1941. It applies to all residential and 
non-industrial premises, and to those industrial premises whose 
coal consumption (including the coal equivalent of gas and 
electricity) is less than 100 tons a year. 


The Order, which is necessary whatever may be the ultimate 
decision about fuel rationing, is designed to improve the arrange- 
ments for distributing coal to such premises, and the principal 
difference between its requirements and those of previous Orders 
lies in the substitution of District Registers of Controlled Premises, 
to be kept by the local fuel overseers, for the separate registers 
hitherto kept by each licensed merchant. Existing registrations are 
already being embodied in the new registers, but occupiers of con- 
trolled premises wishing to register for supplies with a licensed 
merchant for the first time should, in future, do so by applying to 
the local fuel overseer, and not to the merchant direct. Any changes 
affecting existing registration must, in future, be notified to the local 
fuel overseer at once. 

The occupiers whose premises were exempted from registration 
under the previous Orders (FLO.7 exemptions) are reminded that 
those exemptions ceased to have effect at the end of May and that 
they must ask the local fuel overseer for their district to include 
their premises in the new Controlled Premises Register. For this 
purpose every such occupier, if he has not already done so, should 
at once supply his full name and address, together with the name 
and address of the merchant(s) from whom he gets his coal or coke. 
This may be done by letter or personally at the local fuel office. 

To save transport the local fuel overseer has discretion to transfer 
any controlled premises from one merchant to another. In such 
cases the merchants and occupiers concerned will be notified of the 
change. 

RIGHT TO CHANGE MERCHANT RESTRICTED 

Occupiers of controlled premises no longer have any unconditional 
right to change the merchant with whom they are registered on 
1 July of any year, but, subject to the discretion of the local fuel 
overseer, an eccupier may effect a change at any time when a good 
reason can be given for it. 

As the compilation of the District Registers may not be completed 
in every district by 1 July, the new Order permits consumers to 
continue until 31 July to get coal or coke from their present mer- 
chants or from the merchant with whom they are being registered 
for the future (if different), but not from both, 

Persons who normally obtain their coke separately from a coke 
producer will generally be permitted to register separately for coke 
to continue to be supplied by that coke producer, and premises 
which have once been separately registered in this way may now 
continue to be separately registered even though there has been a 
change in the occupier. 

Purchases not exceeding 28 lbs. of coal or coke at any one time 
may continue to be made without registration. 

The Order comes into force on 1 July. A complementary Order, 
called the Fuel and Lighting (Legal Proceedings) Order, 1942 
(S. R. & O. 1942 No. 1158, price 1d.), has also been made empowering 
local fuel overseers in England and Wales to institute proceedings in 
respect of contraventions of the main Order. 


CONTROL OF ALUMINIUM 


The Control of Aluminium (No. 5) Order, 1940, Direction No. 2 
(S. R. & O. 1942 No. 1100, price 1d.) states that the maximum price 
of aluminium alloy scrap resulting from any machining operation, 
or in the form of grindings or filings, will be £50 per ton delivered free 
at the works of the buyer and £44 per ton delivered free at any other 
place, and that for any other aluminium alloy scrap the maximum 
price will be £70 per ton and £65 per ton respectively. The Direction 
also declares that these maximum prices will be inclusive of any 
packing, loading and transport undertaken by the sellers, and 
revokes Direction No. 1. All enquiries should be addressed to the 
Ministry of Aircraft Production, Light Metals Control, Southam 
Road, Banbury, Oxon. 


CONTROL OF CHROME, MAGNESITE 
AND WOLFRAM 


The Control of Chrome, Magnesite and Wolfram (No. 3) Order, 
1942 (S. R. & O. 1942 No. 1154) extends the provisions of the Nos. 
1 and 2 Orders by making the acquisition of Refractory Dolomite 
(including bricks, cements and compositions) subject to licence. 

A Direction (S. R. & O. 1942 No. 1155—printed as one document 
with No. 1154, price 1d.) operative from the same date excludes 
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from the licensing procedure any refractory dolomite and any 
refractory dolomite which has been mixed with a bonding material, 
but which has not been further processed or manufactured, so that 
for the time being, licensing is in effect limited mainly to dolomite 
bricks and the various stabilised dolomite clinkers. 

The new Direction also terminates the exception of chromium 
metal from licensing made by the Control of Chrome, Magnesite and 

- Wolfram (No. 1) Order, 1940, Direction No. 1, and the acquisition of 

chromium metal is consequently now subject. to licence under the 
Control of Chrome, Magnesite, and Wolfram Orders.

CONTROL OF TIMBER 


RELEASE OF HOME-GROWN NATIONAL 
STOCK 
The Minister of Supply has made the Control of Timber (No. 25) 
Order, 1942 (S. R. & O. 1942 No. 1170, price Id.), which came 
into force on 25 June 1942, and introduces price provisions for 
the sale of National Stock Home-Grown converted timber by 
merchants. 


Certain quantities of home-grown softwood and home-grown 
hardwood have been acquired by the Timber Control from Home- 
Grown Timber Production Department Mills and from Trade Mills 
for Home-grown National Stock. Some of this home-grown national 
stock is now available for release to consumers. Home-grown national 
stock will be released on the same general lines as imported national 
stock and at the same rates of remuneration (7 per cent. for softwood 
and 10 per cent. for hardwood) through home-grown timber mer- 
chants and through softwood and hardwood quota holders. 

The price of home-grown national stock converted timber will, 
in general, be the same as the port city mill maximum price, but the 
actual maximum price applicable to any particular parcel will be 
provided in writing by the Area Officer to the dealer through whom 
the consumer’s acquisition licence is received and to whom the 
authority to release T.C.3/8/1/H.G.N.S. will be given on payment 
of the appropriate price less the dealer’s remuneration. The 
maximum prices provided will be for cash but this does not preclude 
the dealer from allowing credit in accordance with the provisions of 
the Fourth Schedule to the Control of Timber (No. 21) Order (see 
the “ Board of Trade Journal” of 10 January 1942, page 20).

(S. R. & O. 1942 No. 1041) states that all women’s domestic overalls 
completed after 11 July, must conform to British Standard Specifica- 
tion BS/BOT 5. 

This specification, price 1s., post free 1s. 3d., may be obtained

BS/BOT 5 contains full details of style, size and manufacturing 
restrictions, and wall charts have also been prepared for display in 
design and cutting departments. These charts should help manu- 
facturers to comply with the Order, by providing a quick and easy 
means of reference to the terms of the specification.

STEEL FOR ARMAMENTS 


The British Standards Institution has issued on behalf of the 
Services Departments a publication relating to carbon and alloy 
steels, bearing the reference No. No. BS/STA.5. 

It is a schedule of steel specifications for armaments and vehicles 
(exclusive of major gun forgings, armour and shells) and has been 
prepared by a conference on which the various departments of the 
Admiralty and the Ministry of Supply were fully represented, to- 
gether with two representatives from the Ministry of Aircraft Produc- 
tion. ‘The specifications are based on B.S.970 but in many cases it 
has been necessary to specify a somewhat closer range of chefnical 
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composition, the intention being that irrespective of the sources of 
supply a steel of known characteristics will be obtainec for fabrication 
in a standard method. In addition to specifying the chemical and 
mechanical properties of the steel; information is given as to the 
heat treatment, welding properties and other information appro- 
priate to the uses to which each steel can be put. 

Where appropriate the relevant specifications for tubes are also 
given, so that the schedule provides for steel in the form of bars, 
billets, forgings, sheet, strip and tubes, 

A further interesting feature of the schedule is the inclusion of a 
standard colour scheme for identifying the steels. In preparing this 
scheme the existing Aeronautical Inspection Department scheme 
has been taken into account and the same colours have been adopted 
for identical steels.

BRITISH INDIA

Government of India in the Department of Commerce, publishes 
a new Open General Licence No. II which omits clauses (a) and 
(c) appearing in the previous Licence, and adds Australia to the 
excepted countries in clause (b). : 

The effect of this notification is that special import licences

CANADA 
PROHIBITED IMPORTS 


H.M. Senior Trade Commissioner at Ottawa has forwarded a 
copy of a Memorandum WM No. 48, Second Revision, dated 
23 May 1942, issued by the Department of National Revenue, 
which states that by Order in Council (P.C. 4347) of 22 May the 
importation into Canada of rubber and rubber products is 
prohibited except under a permit issued by the Minister of 
National Revenue. 

By the Order-in-Council referred to, 
products are defined as follows :— 

‘“** Rubber’ means crude natural rubber in all its forms 
and without restricting the generality of the foregoing, includes 
liquid latex of natural rubber not compounded beyond the 
addition of preservative, unmanufactured balata, unmanu- 
factured gutta percha and unmanufactured guayule.” 

“* Rubber products’ mean articles or products manufac. 
tured wholly or in part of rubber of any kind including ‘ rubber’ 
as defined above, scrap rubber and rubber reclaim.” 


Memorandum W.M. No. 48, Revised (see notice in the ‘‘ Board 
of Trade Journal” of 13 December 1941 (page 378) concerning 
rubber is cancelled.

IMPORT RESTRICTIONS 


The Board of Trade have been informed by telegraph that 
mattresses with wire springs; curtains; muslin; madras 
muslin; various classes of domestic hollow-ware for household 
purposes and of fancy made-up cotton or artificial silk goods 
have been added to the list of goods the importation of which 
into Trinidad is prohibited from all sources (see notice in the 
“Board of Trade Journal ” of 11 October 1941, pages 227-229). 
Cheap moulded household glassware; cotton sheets and servi- 
ettes; tailors’ linen; rubber and canvas footwear and ladies’ 
handbags have been removed from that list. 


FOREIGN 
EGYPT 
MARKING OF ORIGIN 

With reference to the notice under the above heading in the 
“Board of Trade Journal” of 2 May 1942 (page 235), the 
Egyptian ‘‘ Journal Officiel ” of 30 April 1942 contains a Mini- 
sterial Decree dated 26 April and operative as from 8 June 
which states that cheese known by a regional name must be 
marked either on the cheese or on its exterior and interior 
wrapping with the place of manufacture and the nature of the 
product, in Arabic. The characters must not be smaller than 
any other marking and must be at least 3 mm. high. ' 

If the part of the cheese or wrapping carrying the marking is 
removed, it must be replaced by a label having the appropriate 
marking. 


CUSTOMS REGULATIONS AMENDMENT 


A supplement to the Egyptian “ Journal Officiel ’’ of 13 April 
1942 contains a decree (No. 248) operative as from 28 April 
authorising the Director General of the Egyptian Customs 
Administration to sell by public auction goods held for more 
than three months in the Customs depot situated near Suez. 

At least eight days’ notice of such sale will be given by publica- 
tion in the “‘ Journal Officiel ”’ and two cther newspapers. 


IRAQ 
EXPORT RESTRICTIONS 


With reference to previous notices under the above heading 
in the “‘ Board of Trade Journal” the Board of Trade have re- 
ceived from the Commercial Secretary at Baghdad copies of 
notifications prohibiting the export of all commodities, whether 
imported or locally produced, except under Export Licence, 
with the exception of the following: postal parcels of less than 
one dinar in value (the export of the following postal parcels is 
however, prohibited, sugar, coffee, tea, soap, matches, imported 
boots and shoes, medicines, pharmaceutical and chemical 
products, electrical bulbs (of 220 volts) and electrical accessories 
including wires, razor blades, all kinds of cigarettes, mechanical 
spare parts for motor vehicles and machinery, yarns, textiles, 
and all kinds of hosiery) ; travellers’ personal effects ; mechani- 
cally driven vehicles, vessels and aircraft travelling to neighbour- 
ing countries with guarantees to return to Iraq within a limited 
period ; goods in transit; goods imported direct by foreign 
powers in accordance with agreements concluded between them 
and Iraq, or by members of the diplomatic and consular corps 
and intended for re-export ; foodstuffs, provisions and fuel for 
the use of sea-going vessels ; goods imported in error. 

The notifications also state that open genera] licences have 
been granted for the export of the following: Iraqi cigars ; 
tobacco (except the improved quality) and tumbac; wool, hair, 
raw cotton, raw skins including wild animals’ skins by sea ; 
date juice and date stones; liquorice root; gum tragacanth ; 
gall nuts; cinema films (returned) ; animals’ casings, stomachs 
and intestines by sea; books (except school books), newspapers 
and magazines ; local bricks (except tiles), sand, stones and 
gravels ; henna and wassra (hair dye); kasri, paste and grains 
(used for embalming corpses) ; personal effects exported before 
or after the passengers ; local mats; carpets and rugs by sea ; 
local abas (Arab coak) made of wool or cotton ; coins and cur- 
rency notes the export of which is authorised by a licence from 
the Exchange Control Committee.

With reference to the notice regarding the contro] of importa- 
tion of strategic materials in the “ Board of Trade Journal ”’ of 
7 March, page 134, the Board of Trade have received a copy of 
General Imports Order M-63 as amended effective 2 July 1942. 
The amended Order has the effect of placing further com- 
modities under import control as follows :—

No person, except Government agencies, may import, purchase 
for import or contract for importation of any material on this list 
except by special authorisation of the Director of Industry Opera- 
tions. Imports may continue to be made under existing contracts, 
but all such contracts must be reported immediately to the War 
Production Board.

SOUTH AFRICA 


TRADE CONDITIONS 


The General Managers of the Standard Bank of South Africa 
supply the following information on trade conditions in the 
Union of South Africa :— 


Little change is evident in general business conditions. The 
volume of sales is still quite substantial although the general trend is 
downward owing to increased control measures by the Government 
and the extension of unofficial rationing by dealers. Shopping 
difficulties have been intensified in the recent months by the influx 
of families from the active war zone. Factories engaged on Govern- 
ment contracts remain very busy but production of civilian require- 
ments is curtailed. 


GoLp Output: RatLway EARNINGS 


The Transvaal gold output in May (26 working days) was 1,214,987 
fine ounces with a value, including the premium, on the basis of 
£8 8s. per fine ounce, of £10,205,891, as compared with 1,219,068 
fine ounces, with a value on the basis of £8 8s. per fine ounce of 
£10,240,171 in May 1941 (27 working days). The average daily 
output in May 1942 compared with the previous month decreased 
by 577 fine ounces to 46,730. The comparison of native labour 
figures has been discontinued as the information is being withheld 
by the Government. 

Railway earnings from 10 May to 6 June were £2,943,275 48 
compared with £2,933,663 for the corresponding period of 194. 
Total earnings from 1 April to 6 June were £7,243,000 or about 
£238,000 more than for the period of 1941. 





DEMAND FOR AGRICULTURAL MACHINERY 


Farming conditions and prospects have shown little change 
during the month. New lands are being broken as many farmer 
are aiming at an increased crop production. Agricultural implements 
and machinery are in keen demand but the volume of business has 
declined owing to depletion of stocks. In view of the importance ‘ 
the farming contribution to the war effort it is hoped that it will 
be possible to replenish stocks of implements, etc., in time for the 
next harvest.

Woot, HrpEs, Frc. 


Weekly wool appraisements continued at Port Elizabeth during 
May but the season is now at an end except for clearing-up sales. 
No detailed reports are available but it is understood that the results 
of the season are satisfactory. It is expected that the price increase 
recently agreed to by the United Kingdom will yield Union wool- 
growers an additional £2,000,000. Most types of mohair are in 
steady demand but market arrivals are falling away rapidly as the 
season is closing. Unsold stocks are small and mainly of mixed and 
lower grades, and it is hoped to find an outlet for these before the 
commencement of the new season next September. 

All offerings of hides have sold readily and prices showed a frac- 
tional advance. Although competition in sheepskins eased slightly 
and quotations declined, gloving skins showed some improvement 
and goatskins were dearer. Sound long-haired Angoras and shorn 
types were firmer. There has been no change in ostrich feathers. 
The demand for wattle bark from India and America has been fair 
but the latest reports indicate that the market is quiet. 

Shipments of oranges so far are considered satisfactory, and as 
clearances on the local markets are more favourable both in quantity 
and price than during 1941 a successful season is expected.

FOREIGN TRADE IN 1941 


The Bank of London and South America Ltd. in London has 
recently issued the following summary of the official Chilean 
foreign trade returns for the past three years :—

It will be seen from the above table that, compared with 1940, 
the value of exports from Chile in 1941 increased by 12 per cent., 
while imports were 34 per cent. higher. The figures quoted, 
however, do not indicate the effective balance of trade, because 
copper and nitrate of soda—the two chief exports—are included 
at their full value, although the whole of the foreign exchange 
proceeds thereof do not become available to pay for imports.

COMPANY MEETING 
BRITISH ELECTRIC TRACTION 


ANOTHER YEAR OF PROGRESS 
MR. R. J. HOWLEY’S SPEECH 


The Forty-sixth Ordinary General Meeting of the British Elegtric 
Traction Company, Limited, was held on 19 June at Winchester 
House, Old Broad Street, London, E.C. 

Mr. Richard J. Howley, C.B.E. (the chairman), who presided said : 

Dealing with the accounts for the past year, the gross revenue 
amounted to £767,588, which again constitutes a record and repre- 
sents an increase of £19,036 over the previous year. 

On the expenditure side of the profit and loss account the only 
item calling for comment is a charge of £105,750 for income-tax and 
provision for Excess Profits Tax. This amountis some £24,000 
greater than the corresponding charge in the preceding year. 

In previous years the amounts provided for income tax and Excess 
Profits Tax have been shown separately, but in view of the inter- 
dependence of these two items we have now thought it preferable 
to show them in one figure. The amount of £105,750 provided in 
this year’s account is made up of £50,000 for Excess Profits Tax and 
£55,750 for income-tax. 

The profit for the year is £527,393, a reduction of £4,431 compared 
with the preceding year, which is more than accounted for by the 
increased charge for taxation. The directors recommend the payment 
of the same dividends, leaving a balance of £8,434 to be transferred 
to undivided profits account. 

The balance-sheet shows few changes of any note. Investments 
at or under cost now stand in the balance-sheet at £6,805,448, of 
which £3,011,065 is in respect of holdings in subsidiary companies. 
Our investments in subsidiary companies show some change, loans 
having been reduced by £149,000, whereas shares have increased by 
£61,542. These alterations are largely accounted for by one of our 
subsidiary companies having repaid temporary loans advanced by 





us and having, with Treasury consent, issued further permanent 
capital, for which we subscribed. 

Cash at short call and at bankers amounts to £388,687, compared 
with £246,143, and sundry debtors are slightly higher at £296,257, 
as against £279,133. On the other side of the balance-sheet the 
principal change is in sundry creditors, which show an increase of 
£61,728. The increase is largely due to the further provision for 
Excess Profits Tax made in this year’s accounts. The accumulated 
provision for Excess Profits Tax included in sundry creditors now 
amounts to £170,000. 


Trtuine AND B.A.T.—RE#E-ALLOCATION OF INTERESTS 


The shareholders of Tilling and British Automobile Traction, 
Limited, have lately received a circular letter from the secretary 
that company regarding a scheme for reconstruction of the company 
and for the transfer of the company’s assets to two new companies 
to be formed. 

The proposals provide for the formation of two companie 
namely, B.E.T. Omnibus Services, Limited, and Tilling Mol 
Services, Limited: the former will be controlled by the Briti 
Electric Traction Company, Limited, and the latter by Thor 
Tilling, Limited. Each company when the scheme is completed 
have acquired the whole of Tilling and British Automobile Tractie 
Limited’s holdings of Ordinary shares in approximately one-half @ 
the omnibus companies in that company’s group, together wil 
—as nearly as may be—one-half of the remaining assets of # 
company. 

Our organisation has proved its usefulness under present diffiel 
conditions, and has shown that group control of locally man 
public utility undertakings under skilled direction is probably @ 
most efficient and cheapest way of providing such services. 

The report and accounts were unanimously adopted.
